LIVERPOOL PRICES REPORTED 
UP, BUT REALLY DOWN. 


Either a Misunderstanding or Inter- 
ference Caused a Par‘: in the 
Southern Town and All Or- 
ders to 11 a. m. Canceled.

Some one, supposedly in New York, 1s 
declared to have worked a skin game on 
the New Orleans Cotton Exchange, and 
the consequence was that the exchange 
there closed part of Friday and declared off 
all orders received %y to 11 o’clock a. m. 

The game was worked by tapping the 
Wires, it is declared in New York, and 
while the Liverpool market, which fixes 
cotton prices the world over, closed off 2 
points, the reports sent to New 
showed a rise of more than 40 po.nts, There 
was a panic on "Change there, and its in- 
flUuence was felt all over the country. But 
from the first the reports were held in sus- 
picion, as there was really nothing to justi- 
fy the sensational advance, and the ex- 
change suspended early in the day, pending 
an investigation. 

The cotton crop is held to be 
year, and the demand heavier than 
so that prices have been on the bull order 
for some time, but a jump of # points is 
unprecedented in all history of the trade. 
So, when it ticked over the w.res, there w 
consternation. The shorts ran for cover 
and the bulls howled with glee. 
succeeded this cond.tion at once, and the 
shutting down of the exchange followed 
quickiy. The Associated Press sent out 
this bulletin from New Orleans: 

“‘Intense excitement prevaiis on the Cot- 
ton Exchange here, and the directors of the 
Exchange have met and suspended busi- 
ness. The New York market is closed to- 
day, and the only quotations that were to 
come this morning to guide the local in- 
vestors were from Liverpool. The market 
had scarcely opened when the operators 
became paralyzed by the advice that clicked 
from over the ocean. It showed futures 
jumping in ieaps and bounds. In half an 
hour the reports showed that the Liverpool 
market had jumped nearly.a cent. The 
whole Exchange went wild and the ex- 
citement, spreading to the streets, gathered 
a crowd around the doors of the building. 
At W o’elock a meeting of the directors 
was called and prompt action was taken, 
suspending all business. 

“Operators are unab.e to explain the tre- 
mendous jump and the common belief on 
the floog Is that the wires have been tapped 
and that a gigantic swindling game is afoot 
somewhere. Private cables are going to 
Liverpool by dozens, seeking information.” 

Later, the Exchange received this tele- 
gram, which the Associated Press sent out 
from New York.

True to his record Dewey was again on 
time to-day.

Following the New York were the two 
first-class battleships Indiana and Massa- 
chusetts.

CHAMBERLAIN’S PROPOSALS, 

At the British Cabinet meeting to-day 
Chamberlain proposed that the response to 
Kruger include these demands: 

An indemnity for the cost of sending out 
troops. 

The disarmament of the Transvaal forts. 

The suppression of Dr. Leyd’s Legation. 

Judicative and legislative 
for the judges. 

The equality of the English and Dutch 
languages and full and complete admission 
of the supremacy of British interests 
throughout South Africa. 

What the action of the Cabinet will be is 
mot yet been made public. 

KRUGER HAS LOST HOPE. 

A dispatch to the Times from Pretoria 
says: 

“It ia generally expected that a etate of 
war wiil be proclaimed at any moment. 
President Kruger granted me an interview 
to-day, and declared he had done all pos- 
afble for the sake of peace. He had ac- 
cepted Mr. Chamberlain’s own offer of a 
common inquiry, but Mr. Chamberlain de 
_liberately broke the thread of negotiations, 
troops were massed on all sides and war 
forced upon him. It was impossible to ac- 
cede to the dispatch of the 12th. 

“Such a course would have given tne 
land and people into the hands of strang- 
ers. Aa it was his seven years proposal 
would, according to the field cornet books, 
enfranchise W&,000 persons, which was more 
than the whole number of the old burgh- 
ers; yet not one has come forward to take 
it.

President Kruger’s reply to the last note 
of the imperial! government has now been 
received and will be the pivot of to-day's 
discussion. A dispatch from Cape Town, 
cabled to the Associated Press, is given 
, the leading piace in the afternoon papers. 
While it is too brief to give an adequate 
idea of the Transvaal'’s attitude, the im- 
pression it produced was rather favorabie 
than otherwise. 
The crowds began to gather in the vi- 
cinity of the foreign office as early as 11 
‘clock. The Home Secretary, Sir Matthew 
hite Ridiey, was the first to arrive, at 
11:16. Mr. A. J. Balfour, First Lord of the 
Treasury, came down from Scotland, and 
Lord Sal:sbury came from Hatfield. They 
reached Downing street short.y after noon, 
Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, the Secretary of 
Btate for the Co.onies, drove to the Co- 
Jonial Office at 12:15 p. m. As he passed 
through the crowd assembled in Whitehall 
he was greeted with cheers, which were 
renewed when he alighted. A large force of 
jice was stationed about Downing street, 
ut perfect order was maintained.

BOER STRENGTH AND PLANS. 


The Opinion of a British Officer Just 


from the Transvaal. 

LONDON, Sept. 29.—Lieut.-Col. J. 5." 
Walker, in a letter to the Times, gives an 
outline of the probable course of the Boers’ 
campaign in the event of the outbreak of 
war. The colonel had spent some time in 
*retor!a, the capital of the Transvaal, and 
was made cognizant of some of the Boers’ 
p.ans of operation. He says: 

The Transvaal has a military organiza- 
tion somewhat crude and patriarchal, but 
it possesses an intel.iigence and secret serv- 
ice department, its field artillery is decid- 
edly good, officered by European Dutch 
army officers, and the potentiality of all 
three arms is not to be despized. The dif- 
ferent alternatives of action have been 
weighed and considered and the advantage 
if the inner line which they possess is 
known and appreciated; but they ave 
elected to make Natali their chief line of 
Operations, partly from necessity, partly 
from choice, their former triumphs being 
in that direction. There seems to be 4 dis- 
crepancy as regards the number of their 
mounte infantry, and these are all 
mounted with the exception of a few de- 
fenders Of Pretoria. Possibly 35,900 miy be 
atout their strength, as I was informe1 
that that number of rifles had been tsxsued 
after the Jameson raid, and as these pre- 
eumably are in the hands of individuals, 
either inside or outside the republic, we 
may conciude on this hypothes.s that at 
resent the numbers of their mounted fight- 
ng unit are approximately that quantity 
of rifles. 

Boer tactics are unique; one has to wit- 
ness it to ereglit its feasibility. Their horses 
are so trained that when the reins are 
thrown over their necks they remain im- 
movable; and their fighting is based on this 
fact, combined with the dictates of com- 
mon sense and their empirical, yet success- 
ful, method of encountering us in the Gilad- 
stonian war. Each commando of 100 men 
is their unit; these are concentrated in scat- 
tered groups in rear of their outpost line, 
and on the “red cheeks’ being signalled 
in force they canter away excentrically, 
endeavoring to encircle as far as possible 
the adversary, dismounting in a fold of 
ground near some coign of vantage. the 
horses never moving, whilst the skirmish, 
utilizing all cover, and concentrating a fire 
into the brown of the Engiish, scarcely vis- 
ible by them. As in peace so in war, and 
the Boers have every confidence in the is- 
sue. 

If at the present moment al! the infantry 
and cavalry that can be spared are sent 
to Laing’s Nek, unless they entrench them- 
Selves and ‘have an available supply of 
water and provisions until the main army 
arrives, they will be surrounded as before. 
and may, most of them, find their way to 
Pretoria as prisoners instead of conquerors. 
Moreover, this celerity of movement con- 
fers on the Boers further advantages. Bach 
carries on his horse 100 rounds of ammuni- 
tion and rations, biitong, or dried beef.

Above all things. an adequate force must 
be eent out. The Roers say that if we em- 
ploy less than 80.000 men they are safe. If 
we gain one big victory at first the bubble 
will soon burst, as they are attached to 
their homes and soon get despondent. If, 
on the other tand, we eustain a check, 
there are numbers br wavering Dutchmen 
in South Africa who would throw in their 
lot with the enemy.

DR. E. J. HOGAN SAYS HE SIGNED 
IT UNDER DURESS. 


ONE OF HIS PATIENTS DIED.

He Claims the Family Alleged He Had 
Given an Overdose of Morphine 
and Demanded Damages. 


The cause of the death of Isaac Thomas, 
formerly of 22408 Market street, is put tn is- 
sue by a suit on a small note in Justice 
of the Peace Michael J. Cullinane’s court, 
at Jefferson avenue and Division street. 
The plaintiff is Attorney John A. Hyde, 
and Dr. E. J. Hogan of 2215 Olive street is 
the defendant. 

The note is for $100 and is dated March 
2, 1899. Mrs. Rachel Thomas, widow of 
Isaac Thomas, is named as payee, and Dr. 
Hogan's name is attached as the maker of 
the note. The instrument is properly as- 


signed by Mrs. Thomas to Attorney Hyde 
for a valuable consideration. 

When Attorney Hyde demanded payment 
from Dr. Hogan it was refused, whereupon 
the suit was filed. It was docketed for 
Thursday, but a continuance was granted 
to Oct. 4, on the defendant's application. 

The defendant does not deny that he 
made the note, but he claims he executed 
it under duress and that there was no 
consideration of any nature for it. He 
pleaded this in defense of the suit. The 
plaintiff filed the following affidavit. in re- 
ply to the answer of no consideration and 
duress: 

“Mrs. Evie Burr of Kenosha. Wis.. 
daughter of Isaac Thomas, deceased, was 
in St. Louis about March 27, 1899. at the 
funeral of her father, and is informed and 
believes that he died from an overdose of 
morphine administered by Dr. Hogan: that 
Mrs. Rachael Thomas, widow of the de- 
ceased, In the presence of affiant. Walter 
Thomas and Levi Thomas, demanded of 
Dr. Hogan a settlement by way of dam- 
ages for the death of Isaac Thomas: that 
Dr. Hogan then and there made and exe- 
cuted to the widow his promisory note to 
ay in three months $100, and that Dr 
iogan acknowledged that the death of 
the deceased was due to an overdose of 
morphine administered by him.” 

Dr. Hogan says the affidavit 
State facts, and that he is 
prove that he had no connection with 
s' death, and could not, therefore 
have given a note as settlement of a dam. 
age claim upon any such basis. Dr. Hogan 
is 35 years old and has lived in St. Louis 
since 1866. He graduated from the Amert- 
can Medical Coliege in 1893--Th‘s is not the 
first time he has been in the courts. He has 
been a central figure in much litigation in 
the Circuit Court, involving the tying up 
of an estate for $50,000, left to E. Bailey 
Brown by his grandfa’ her. 

“T signed that Thomas note because I was 
frightened into it and made to believe that 
my life was in danger,” said he, in discus- 
ing the suit. “Isaac Thomas may have 
died from the effects of an overdose of 
morphine, but if he did it was administered 
by some other person than myself. 

“It is true I was his family physician u 
to his death. He was an old man an 
called at my office frequently for treatment 
for asthma and Bright’s Disease. He had 
no money and I treated him free. One of 
the medicines used was morphine, in smal] 
quantities. I was called to see him just a 
week before his death and administered 
the usual dose of morphine. I was called 
the following morning and found him suf- 
fering from an overdose of the drug admin- 
istered by some person unknown to me. I 
took him from under its influence and de- 
clined to have anything more to do with 
the case. Two days afterwards I called and 
found him dead. I was assured that no 
other doctor had treated him and I imme- 
diately issued a burial certificate, giving 
the cause of death as asthma and Bright's 
d‘'sease. 

‘*~’ few days later I was summoned to the 
Thomas home. I was ushered into a rear 

arior and the doors were locked. Walter 
Thomas placed his hand on his ~~ pocket 
and told me that I must pay for his fath- 
er’s death. I feared the notoriety that 
would surely come of a scene if I should 
make one and I Qnally agreed to sign a 
note for $100. That is the history of that

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JUGGLING WITH WORDS. 


President Schurman of the Philippine Commission in his 
Cornell address Thursday distinguishes very properly between 
a sovereign right of government and ownership or a right of 
property. 

“The sovereign power owns nothing,” says Mr. Schurman, 
“but there is something it owes. It is charged with the re- 
sponsibliity of government.” 

Under the treaty then, we acquired the right to assume 
the responsibility of government. 
$20,000,000. This, however, is a mere naked right; to perfect 
it we are paying $1,000,000 a day more or less and the “right’’ 
seems to be as far from perfection as when we began. To 
use 1 slang term, the Spaniards sold us a gold brick. 
had a “right’’ under the law to “assume” that the brick was 
gold, but alas: it wasn’t. 

Nobody is so foolish as to suppose that we “own” the Phil- 
ippines. But the Filipinos deny our right to assume the re- 
sponsibility of governing them. They prefer to govern them- 
selves. This is an American preference, declared in 1776, and 
consistently maintained as a natural right of all men, until 
we suddenly set it aside in 1898 in favor of the right of 
might. 

This is the truth about the Philippines. No jugglery with 
words and phrases can obscure so plain a fact.

Americans. If that is the case they cannot be bad Filipinos. 
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CITIES BREEDING LIONS, 


The lordly lion is being rapidly exterminated in his native 
wilds. But we are not to lose sight of him on this account. The 
cities have gore into the lion breeding business. 

At the New York Zoo the other day three young lions were 
born. Philadelphia, however, did better than this. She has 
four fine lion cubs. They are, as a woman might say, “as 
pretty as a picture.” The lion has learned to live in captivity, 
and with the increase in number of zoological gardens as 
cities grow and get rich, there will be lions all over the land. 

If America should ever revert to savagery, many of these 
beasts would doubtless escape and become wild. Then the 
scientist of some future century would have to solve the prob- 
lem as to how the King of the Jungle got here.

Deputy Groarty was sent out, to see Mr. 
Grannemann. Hie found that the saloon 
had heen moved all right, but Harry Gran- 
hemann said he had gone out of business, 
and it was his brother August who had 
opened up at the other place. 

A demand wus made for the payment of 
the back license, but it was not paid. The 
effort to get the back license continued 
iniermittentiy until Sept. 21. On that date 
August Grannemann went to the office of 
the Excise Commissioner and swore that 
he Was the owner of the saloon at Elliot 
avenue and Wash street, He ciaimed that 
he had bought ot his brother, but could 
not be mide to see that In so doing he had 
— his brother's obligations to the 
city. 

In spite of a good deal of misgiving tn 
the office of the Excise Comm.ssioner a 
license was issued to him. It was dated 
back to Aug. 26, to cover the period since 
tne saloon had been at the new location. 

Harry Grannemann, who owes the city 
two months’ license, is running the saloon 
at Elliot avenue and Wash street. There 
ig not enough in it to make the ownership 
of much consequence.
